that one of the first, and per- 
haps the first industry to es- 
tablish itself in their midst 
was a grain mill. Thousands 
who now live can remember 
the time when farmers made 
a practice of hauling their 
wheat and corn to the nearest 
miller, who would grind it for 
them and return a portion of 
the original produce in fin- 
ished form as payment for 
the whole. 


Such systems are rarely 


followed now. of course. Ne- 
braska milling, like Nebraska 
agriculture, has 
outgrown 


such 
primitive 
makeshifts. 


Some of the largest mills and 
elevators in this country are 
now operating in the Corn- 
husker state. 


Not only are they large, but 


they have influence as wide 
as their output is great. Sev- 
eral of the Nebraska mills sell 
their products probably in 
every state of the union, and 
certainly in many foreign 
countries. It was in war time 
that many people first rea- 
lized how much of the Ne- 
braska breadstuffs are scat- 
tered through 
the markets 


abroad. 


That the industry is one 


that has sunk its hold deep in 
the state is seen in the high 
development of waterpower at 
various places. While steam 
is largely, and perhaps mostly 
used for turning the massive 
machinery of the modern mill, 
streams such as the 
Blue 


river and the Niobrara have 
been 
harnessed 
intensively 


for that purpose.

ficial thing for her baby and the 
best thing for society. 


BERLIN, Doc. 12.(I. N. K.)— A 


majority of German ' parents of 
children suffering from incurable 
mental or physical disease are will- 
ing to have the richildren's lives 
snuffed out, according to a study 
made by Dr. Ewald Meltzer, prom- 
inent physician and director of an 
asylum for imbecile children 
in 
Saxony. 


Dr. Meltzer, in a book lie has just 


published, declares that he asked 
200 parents of his patients whether 
they -woula agree to the premedi- 
tated death of their children. One 
hundred and nineteeruof the parents 
answered in the affirmative. 


Dr. Meltzer finds that most of 


the parents were prompted by the 
desire to rid themselves of the fi- 
nancial and mental burden of defec- 
tive children. 


Dr. Meltzer arrives at the con- 


clusion that for ethical reasons, the 
killing of demented or phvsically 
unfit person should not be sanc- 
tioned by law, such a law, he states 
would not be of advantage to man- 
kind. On the contrary, he states, 
morals would be thoroughly under- 
mined and confidence in physicians 
and asylums would be shaken.

The crowd in the gym, which had 


come in exptctntion merely of see- 
ing the rounds of prancing and 
dancing, was on it's feet. The room 
suddenly filled 
with 
flashed of 


electricity. And once more League 
leaped forward, swung a 
right, 


missed by an Inch—and tho men 
went into a clinch. 


Another Chin Punch. 


"Make it easy on yourself," said 


Dempsoy in a whisper to League, 
as they were locked. I couldn't hear 
League's answer. But I do know 
that he ripped loose from the clinch 
and again caught Dempsey, un- 
prepared, flush on the chin in the 
breakaway. 
And then things began to happen. 
Dempsey hadn't expected League 


to sneak a punch in the first break, 
and certainly hadn't looked for it, 
nor guarded against it, in the sec- 
ond.

Youth Keen for Battle. 


Figuring' that he had hurt the 


champion, and 
had 
him on the 


verge of going down. League tore 
into Dempsey once again. But by 
that time a newer anger was flam- 
Ing with Dempsey. He had come to 
realize at last 
that 
here was a 


youngster treacherous and one who 
not only wanted to make a real 
fight o£ a scheduled w orkout, but 
who also seemed' to have for his 
sole aim the flooring of a "World's 
Champion. « 


In a flash, Dempsey ceased to be 
a champion in a workout with a 
sparring partner. He became again 
the victim of a blind fury as he 
was on the night he met Louis Fir- 
po. He whirled into action, tricked 
League into 
position, 
and 
then 


drove a right to the head, a left 
to the body and another right to 
the head with sickening violence. 
League went down, picked up him- 
self, leaped at 
Uempsey, swung 


wildly with a right and was met 
by a left hook that perhaps would 
have broken his neck if the Demp- 
soy fist had not been covered with 
16 ounce gloves. 


Re-fuses to Quit. 


Time was ca.ucd with League limp 
and only partially conscious on tho 
floor. Demps«y helped to pick him 
up and urged the youngster, to call 
It a day. But 
League 
sneered 
something about 
"fluke punches," 


he asked Derapsey something about 
"afraid of me, eh?" and insisted up- 
on going through with the 
other 
round. 
So they sponged him off. 
gave him a three minute rest and 
let hUn go out for the second round. 
League may not be gifted with

He turned to his 


corner to signal for the ending of 
the round

It, League saw an opening and put 
his 215 pounds into a blow that 
caught Dempsey flush on the jaw. 
Even as Jack whirled to f;ice 
League, the latter 'smashed- a ter- 
rific one to Dempsey's nose. 
Jack's Final Punch. 
That was quite chough. Dempsey 


settled into his crouch, League raced

Maze of Facts and Rumort.

Brake Band Adjustment. 


Always tighten the foot brakes 


by the adjusting nut on the brake 
band, not by the brake rods. The 
reason for this irf that by making 
adjustments at the bands the pos- 
ition of the brake lever is kept at 
the proper angle to give the proper 
leverage. 


Uneven Brakes Cause Skids. 


If the car has a tendency to skid 


when the brakes are applied, it in- 
dicates that one wheel is fiee and, 
the other dragging.-.This condition 
is caused 
by a lack 
of, equaliza- 


tion in brake adjustment and can 
be corercted .by having the brakes 
properly equalized. 


Scored Cylinders. 


A deeply scored cylinder can be 


remedied only by reborirfg, ream- 
ing or grinding and fitting- with 
oversize piston rings. If the cylin- 
ders are but slightly scored, they 
can be lapped in with an old pis- 
ton covered with ojl and emery or 
any othi-r good lappii-s compound. 


Saves Skids or Smashes. 
Test brakes carefully before it is 
necessary to make an emergency 
stop after the car has been washed. 
Water, soap or distillate which has 
been used to remove tl"-e grease will 
frequently -effect tlvj brake lining, 
but after a few applications of the 
brakes it will be removed. 


Why the Horn Hesitates. 


One of the most common causes 


of horn failure is too tight, an ad- 
justment. If there is any danger of 
having the horn ?a'l a'.tosfcthor. it 
is better to adjust its shaft so that 
it does not bear so hen.-.-,iy upon 
the diaphragm. .The 1 rm nmy not 
give out such a sharp warning, 
but It is far less likely to fall. 


Cold Weather Carburetion. 
With 
the winter 
months ap- 
proaching, the carburetion may bel 
Improved by closing the sleeve or 
opening on the hot air pipe lead* 
ing to the carburetor. Have the 
carburetor readjusted if necessary 
to eliminate the rich mixture which 
may result from Increased resist- 
ance at the air, Intake. 


Mileage No Cu'di. 


While many motorists change the 


oil in the crankcase of the engine 
every 500 or 1000 miles,, engineers 
say that mlleaK& Is merely a make- 
shift guide, and often a positively 
dangerous one. To be on tho safe 
aide It is necesary to know how 
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much dilution of the oil is taking 
place in the crankcase. "Oil should 
be changed more of ton in winter 
than in summer, more often lur 
city driving than for hard driving 
on trips, more often for an old en- 
gine than for a new one, excepting 
an engine that is so new as ^0 be 
difficult to start. 


Less gasoline is used whpii driv- 


ing at an even speed than i^s u>cd 
when running slow and thei. sud- 
denly speeding *ip. 


Always use a socket ivench to 
remove spark plugs. An end wrench 


may thp and break the porcelain of 
the ' plugs. 


All connections 
on the radiator 


should bs tightened before placing 
anti-freeze solutions, either glycer- 
ine or alcohol, in the car. 


To icniovc end play in the steer- 


ing gcer, loosen set screw in the 
adjusting plate washer. 


A radiator can be kept free from 
rust by changing the water fre- 
quently. 


If ;i tire appears to bo wearing 


too much 
in one spot, it may be 


caused by a flat spot on the brake 
drum or the drum may be running 
out of true. 


"When adjusting brakes, the rear 


wheels should bo jacked up and 
the hand-brake 
set 
just tight 


enough that one of the wheels will 
turn by hand. 


A dirty spark plug can be cleaned 


by boiling it in a joluticn of wash- 
ing soda and wat?r. 


Grease, oil and acid can be re- 
moved from tires by using a cloth 
moistened with gasoline.

are not owned by genuine residents. 


It is now up to the clubowners

In the glow of tiny wax tapers; 


Winking and blinking their clear 
little opal eyes on the Christmas 
tree, sputtering now and again in 
turning discontent at the briefness 
of life, memory slips in through a 
holly-wreathed window and opens 
the grates to memories of long ago. 


Soft little dreams, tender 
and 


rosy as a summer sunset cloud, lie 
In eyes that have long looked on the 
practical, and strange, little scenes 
come- to life before the 
pointed 


candle flames. 


Invisible scenes in an unformed 
theater. Actors the litle boys and 
girls of yesteryear, 
long since a 
part of time's ereat background. 


Sitting in the twilight of Christ- 
mas, thinking of the days that used 
lo be, many men and 
women of 


Lincoln will dream of other Yule- 
tides, Yuletides in different coun- 
tries from ours. 


To us, clustered about these com-- 
ers from the old world, the candlo 
gleam shadows are but weird forms, 
strange black blots On a cream or 
blue or crimson wall. 


But to those who 
left the old 


homes and came to the new, far out 
on the prairies, each shadow Is a 
little stage and each stage has its 
own scene. 
• 


The men and women are no long- 


er men and 
• women, 
living in a 


world too often alien and strange. 
Under the glow of the Christmas 
candles, they are just little boys 
and girls at home again, remem- 
bering the sugariness of the sweet- 
meats, the jov.8 from the new toys, 
the deep 
quietness of 
the old 


churches on Christmas day in the 
morning, the beautiful ceremonies 
of the day. 
Customs Not .Easily Transplanted. 


They have"tried to bring the old 


Christmas into the new, but it isn't" 
always easy. Our customs are dif- 
ferent, and little by little the ways 
of the old world Christmas 
have 


given place to those of the new. 
Little boys and girls of Lincoln, 
whose dark eyes and black 
curls 
tell of Mexico and Italy, and France, 
want an American Christmas, with 
a shining tree and old Santa Claus 
and bright new girls, and they are 
given it, 
that the 
memories of 


Christmas long ago may some day 
be a glowing 
memory In 
their 
lives. 


And in the Christmas dusk, wheu 
these men and women let fancy 
wander free, out of the hidden wells 
of memory will peep thoughts of 


• old days of years ago. Days when 


they played about the patios of 
yellow Mexican homes, about door- 
steps in sunny Greecn, or in neat 
little gardens of France. 


Today, Christmas day Is nothing 


but a design in the phantom back- 
ground of. Father Time—those other 
Christmas days are real, those car- 
olers In the cobbled German streets, 
the midnight, mass in the dusk of 
the little 
church, its 
darkness 


pierced by the tall waxen 
tapers 


and its quietness broken only by 
the sonorous voice of a priest, the 
crunching of snow in the Christ- 
mas dawn as the 
faithful go to 


church. 


As the waxen tapers bend be- 


neath the flame, and drip on the ce- 
dar branches and drop on the little 
red wapon beneath the tree, and the 
shadows closer creep, the 
actors 


come out on the stage and the scene 
Is set. nnd the audience sees the 
years between childhood and young 
or old age fade into the shadows, 
and tho Christmas of other days 
comes from them. 


Mrs. 
Selma Hult remembers her 


childhood Christmas 
under 
the 


clear, cold skies of Sweden. 
She 


recalls the clays before the Yule- 
lido, when the neat little Swedish 
kitchens were redolent with thin 
cookies, sugary cnkes, rich breads. 
ond n little glfl stood by and longed 
for Christmas day. 


Bringing in The Tree. 


And she remembers that great 
event, .the bringing home of th« 
tree. 
Men and boys of the family 


went out into the forest to cut down 
the Christmas tree, and the fluted 
little path it left behind it, where 
Its branches dragged in the thick, 
deep snow. 
And the little flurry 


at home, when Its splclness mingled 
with the kitchen's enticing' odors, 
and the cold feel of the flakes that 
fell from It when it was placed up- 
rlght. 


Tho day before Christmas wasn't 


BO different from the 
same 
day 


here. The tree was brought out 
from Its cold corner, and decorated 
with apples, candy, bright colored 
paper festoons, and little candles. In 
tho evening, each window had two 
lighted tapers, so that the Christ 
child, who walks abroad that night. 
might know he was welcomed there- 
in. 


Six o'clock of the day before 


Christmas was a lovely time, rMs. 
Hult remembers. After the family 
had 
gathered 
at the table, the 


father opened the Bible and the 
mother and the father and all the 
little son and' daughters read tho 
Etory of the holy birthday. Then 
came the 
Christmas 
songs, and 


Christmas gifts. 


Christmas 
eve was short, 
for 


church service In the little Swedish 
village was early In the dawn. Out 
Into the crisp, clear coldness, with 
the stars very'white, like diamonds 
on blrck velvet, and snow laying 
softly on roofs, porches and walks, 
as though it were a phantom world.

A. A. Andros 
will thiiyc on Christmas of that 
day In the far away - land, which 
she left but a few short years ago. 
Christmas In her country is less 
significant than New Year's day, 
but the birthday of Christ did not 
pass without some celebration. 


She remembers her gayly decorat- 


ed home.. Bright flower wreaths 
were hung in the windows before 
the Christmas tide, and the indoors 
was scarcely less festive. Greens 
were, festooned over pictures and in 
doorways.

greens, clinging close to the base- 
boards and over the pictures were 
serpentines in crimson, gold, orange 
and blue.

Noel, Father 
Christmas, 


filled those shoes, even as Santa 
Claus fills the stockings of little 
American boys and girls. While the 
family- was at church, good Pere 
Noel, he of the long white beard 
and bright suit, put gifts in the 
sabots. 
She hears the chime of bells, the 
bells that rang every evening- at 7 
o'clock for thirteen days before 
Christmas. The chimes from nearby 


villages flowed, too. on the still air.

Down in sunny, hot Mexico, where 


Santa Claus reindeers con not go, 
ChristmasMs an affair of days. Mex- 
ican? in Lincoln remember with re- 
gret the merrymaking of the festi- 
val, for it is impossible to' bring it 
into tho new life of the north. Rev. 
Garcia says 
that they look back 


upon n.'ne days of pleasure before 
the Yuletide, each • evening "a sta- 
tion," as it is called. 


A large group 04 families, all liv- 


ing in one block and all in the same 
apartment building have eacTi of the 
stations together, beginning Decem- 
ber 16 and continuing until Christ- 
mas. From 8 until 12 o'clock each 
night before Christmas eve, festivi- 
Itles conitnue at one of the homes 
In the station, with the men strum- 
ming plaintive Mexican melodies on 
mandolins and girls playing the vio- 
lins. Small porcelain toys containing 
candy are exchanged. "The celebra- 
tion at each 
station is the same 


^until the night of December 24. 


At the last rtation, the one chosen 


for Christmas eve, a scene of the 
child in the manger is arranged. At 
midnight, all but one woman leave 
the house in a procession. At the 
conclusion of the procession, those 
without sing carols, -after which one 
knocks at the door, saying "Open 
the heavens, open the earth, that the 
king of heaven may come down to 
earth." 
The woman within asks 


Who is it," and the man answers 
"The wise men." All enter then, and 
continue the processional, carrying 
the image of the child at the head. 


At that time .the child is placed 


In a box until February 2. On that 
date it is taken out, and hidden 
away until the next Christmas. 


Mr. Garcia remembers the Christ- 


mas eve for the children when he 
was a little goy. Then they play and 
romp while the elders dance. A large 
jar is filled with nuts, candies, and 
oranges and hung in the center of 
patio. . It . is covered with fancy, 
bright paper and hung: with gay 
ribbon streamers. 


At midnight one little girl and one 


little boy are blindfolded and 'each 
one is given >a stick. As they sing 
Christmas songs, they strike at ths 
jar until it is broken/and its sweet 
contents flood the floor. And such 
a scramble by the littie-folk to se- 
cure their Christmas goodies. 


In Germany, Christmas is a lovely 


time ,and forms a. happy memory 
for Rev. R. Kuehne. During advent, 
the four weekls before* Christmas, 
the markets gleam with pretty toys 
and children flock there, gazing upon 
all the potential delights. 


In the week before, 
the older 


children go about, 
looking very 


fierce, and asking the tiny ones if 
they can say a prayer to the Christ- 
mas man, who is Santa Claus in 
Germany. The little tots know the 
Christmas prayer, j^d with folded 
hands, repeat their little verse. For 
a verse well said, good little boys 
and girls receive a handful of nuts 
and an apple or orange from the 
Older children. 


Christmas trees are quite as much 


a part of the German household'as 
they are of American homes, and 
Christmas eve each one is brought 
Into the, house. At 5 o'clock, inquisi- 
tive little boys and girls are put to 
bed—but not to sleep. They know 
that the Christmas man is coming, 
and bed is but a temporary resting 
place. 


While the children are in bed, the 


father and mother decorate the tree 
for the children. Mr. Kuehne still 
remembers the sound of the horn 
his father had, .w.hich told the rest- 
less children that 
the 
Christmas 


Man had not passed them by. After 
the- presents, 
came 
the 
supper, 


where the big cake—a yard .long and 
thick and wide and full of plums— 
was brought in.

Floating across .the. still night, or 


crisp winter air came "Hark! The 
Herald Angels Sing" and "Silent

Christmas dawn was dark and 


cold, but little boys had to'be at 
service at 6 o'clock in an unheated 
church.

Christmas tree was framed in one 
window of each home.

IN ONE MAN'S LIFETIME. 


The apan of a man's life on the gauge of Time is, 


we knoTT, insignificant. 


Even the rise and fall of nations leave but little 


mark upon the ages. 


Civilizations flourish and perish and are- almost 


completely effaced from the memory and thoughts of 
those which succeed them. The secrets which aro 
being unlocked In the explorations which have been 
going on in the Valley of 
the Kings near ancient 


Luxor furnish excellent proof of the oblivion which 
awaits the individual 
and 
even 
the greatest of 


nations. 


In the presentation of the Kiwanis medal to George 


W. Holdrege of the Burlington, one phase of the pro- 
gram chould not escape attention. In the half cen- 
tury which Mr. Holdrege served the Burlington, Ne- 
braska passed from infancy to mature statehood. In 
the brief span of one man's life this state achieved 
great progress by every material measure which can 
be applied. 


It was Vice-President Bracken of the Burlington 


who pointed this out. 


During the period of Mr. Holdrege's active business 


participation in the affairs of Nebraska, the popula- 
tion Increased from 120,000 to 1,300,000. 
Its miles 


of railroad grew'from 700 to 6,440. Its wealth in- 
creased from $65,000,000 to over $5,000,000,000. Amaz- 
ing aa was the growth in population, wealth came 
more rapidly. It is difficult to visualize that trans- 
formation of desolate, billowy prairie which greeted 
Mr. Holdrege when he first touched foot upon Ne- 
braska sod to the present state of cultivation and 
opulence. It was practically unbroken. It was prac- 
tically devoid of trees and shrubbery. There were no 
Celtics and towns aa we know them now and the few 
(straggling villages were hardly worthy of the name. 


Opportunity in an unusual degree was given to Mr. 


Holdrege to aid in the great changes which were to 
take place. But there were thousands of other unsung 
heroes and heroines who filled the more limited role 
to which they were assigned. • It took work—un- 
ceasing unremitting labor—to conquer those hun- 
dreds of square miles of prairie. What we have today 
In the way of thousands of comfortable farms and 
farm firesides, of cities and towns and villages. Is 
a monument to the willingness of a great army to 
work 
It is a matter of awe and reverence that even 


so huge an army as conquered Nebraska could have 
performed their work so thoroughly in the short 
time which they had. * * • 


It should be the concern of this younger generation 


which has taken ts place in a busy business world 
that the record of the present shall be no less glori- 
ous than that to which Mr. Holdrege belongs. 


It should not be content to spend that which has 


been accumulated. 


The material advance of the 
next forty years 


should be as great as the record of the last forty. 


There are indisputable evidences of progress which 


are satisfying. In the educational field, Nebraska is 
forging ahead. There Is scarcely a section in this 
state which lacks modern and improved school facili- 
ties. 
Millions of dollars have been poured out for 


permanent improvements of this character. The vast 
paving program in towns and cities; the hundreds of 
miles of fine highways In the rural sections — the 
closer relationship of city and farm which this im- 
plies Is an evidence that tho transformation of Ne- 
braska is still proceeding. 


Yet all of this will be in vain if the vision of their 


purposes is lost. 


The most elementary ways of living are the cheap- 


est. All of these fine things which we now boast are 
an expense not only in initial cost but also for main- 
tenance. If tho older generation faced the discour- 
aging and exacting task of conquering new country, 
the younger generation is confronted with the prob- 
lem of enlarging upon and maintaining the estab- 
lishments which have been built. It cannot do this 
by drawing upon the reserve stores of wealth which 
have been created because 
in an Incredibly short 


time these would be exhausted. It must create new 
wealth and in an increasing amount for the reason 
that more Is now required. 


That means that Nebraska 
agriculture must be 


more efficient; that the soil robbed of its freshness 
must bring forth even more abundantly; that the re- 
turns of labor must be larger as a result of greater 
efficiency and greater economy. Unless that be the 
case the fine picture which crowned the lifetime ot 
George AV. Holdrege will become dimmed. 


FOUR WISE MEN IN A BOAT. 


Some more good men are about to put to sea in a 


boat. 
Tho last one who achieved glory by doing so was 


Rudolph P. Roehrle. He used a canoe. He luui L^HU 
a sailor and adventurer generally, had traversed the 
globe two or three times and had seen the inhabitants 
thereof. His final trip that was to cover him with 
glory would have been another -around the world. 
Three years would be spent, he planned, and 50,000 
miles covered. 
Searchers found his body on the coast of Maryland. 
He was not the first to try such a feat. Since the 


middle of the last century and probably before, there 
has been a stream of men, usually young men witii" 
the viking urge in their hearts, to try some strange 
Journey in an unusual manner. 
Their bodies, too, 


have been cast up. 
They have raced each other 


across the Atlantic in cockleshells; gone on solitary 
treks around the globe; sped across the equator nml 
Into polar seas. Some finished the adventure f-swished 
or near dead of thirst. Some lived to write books 
about their tribulations. 
But nearly all of them 


eooner or later, have been swallowed by the waters 
they defied. 


XOTV four English companions will start on a three- 


year Journey. Theirs also will be little better than a 
cockleshell, a 40-foot 
lifeboat, 
especially equipped 


with radio and .bearing a 15-horse power engine. 
They are going with the definite purpose of/starving, 
thirsting and being exposed to perils and hardships 
unknown. 
The- expect to determine the utmost conditions un- 


der which shipwrecked men-can live. To aecotapltsh 
this they, will practice extreme self-denial- and sail 
»8,000 mlies under conditions of, perpetual shipwreck. 
They hop* to acquire data that will prevent much 
loss of life In tho future. 


There is an adventure that should pay. These sail- 


ors subject to wanderlust who take !l out In pur- 
poseless, thoughtless Jaunts are doubtless romantic. 
But is this any less so ? Lives of men who plan and 
d*ra such adventures are too -valuable to lose need- 
lessly. Why not turn them to such deeds as these 
four men propo«e? Let them pay their debts to the 
world ma well as to themselves. 


A UNIFIED DEFENSE DEPARTMENT. 


In strict defiance of the president's aircraft board, 


a special congressional committee has drafted a re- 
port recommending a unification of national defenses 
on land, sea and In the air. It Is proposed to er°up 
all of thtso activities under a single head, the secre- 
tary of national defense. While the .new agency 
would supplant and consolidate the army ar.d navy 
departments, it would not necessarily giv^ aviation 
a co-equal' status with land and sea armaments. 


Greater attention to the necessities of development 


of the air service Is Insured by the recommendation 
for a separate budget for all aviation activities, and 
for larger representation on the army general staff 
and the navy general board. Civilian air activities, ' 
it is recommended, should be segregated under a sep- 
arate division falling within the Department of Com- 
merce. 


Congress should be disposed to look favorably upon 


the report. 
There has been so much of irritation 


and petty bickering between the airmy and navy, 
principally upon the score of approriatlons, that there 
is good reason to believe that the consolidation of 
the two departments would be most beneficial. 
It 


would end the mad scramble of army and navy lobbies 
to secure more money for their respective departments. 
There is every reason to believe that the unification 
of departments would permit of more economical and 
efficient handling of the affairs of the army and 
navy. 
Under present conditions, It-Is Impossible to 


prevent a very considerable duplication of effort. That 
means needless extravagance and waste. 
Through 


the unified operation it would be possible to save 
very considerable sums of money, a matter of great 
consequence when it is recalled that army and navy 
call for nearly a billion dollars each year. 


SOtyiNG A GREAT PROBLEM. 


Advanced methods of distribution have probably 


done more to add to the wealth of the people Of tha 
world than any other factor having to do therewith. 
These methods include preservation, transportation 
and marketing and It would be difficult to say which 
Is the most important, for they form a trinity -which 
would fall far short of its possibilities -were any one 
point of the triangle missing. 


Attention is called to this fact through the an- 


jnouncement that the Co-operative Equity Union 
creamery at Orleans, in this state, during its fiscal 
year which has just closed, made 
a net profit of 


$56,640.92 on a capital stock of ?80,000. The dividends 
are to be distributed at a great meeting of the stock- 
holders of the company, to be held at Orleans on 
January 9. The total amount of butter made during 
the year was 2,172,000 pounds, which was an increase 
of 28 per cent over that made and marketed during 
the preceding year. 


Contrast this record with that of a couple of gen- 


erations ago, when hundreds of cattle -were slaugh- 
tered in the western and southwestern portions of 
this country for their hides and horns alone. 
The 


same custom prevailed in the range country of South 
America even at a date after It was discontinued in 
North America. Now at Omaha, Kansas City and 
Chicago, where animals are slaughtered and disppsed 
of scientifically, by-products in some instances bring 
a greater return than the meat portion of the carcass. 


In the days when cattle were slaughtered in this 


country for their hides and horns there was no rail 
transportation in that section where this -was done, 
nor was there 
refrigeration. Thousands 
of cattle 


roamed the plains, and though there might have been 
hungry people along the eastern seaboard, there was 
absolutely no way of getting to them the meat which 
went to feed the wolves. 


In the same way much of the fruit crop of Cali- 


fornia was lost in the early days of that industry 
before the refrigerator car came Into use. 
Some of 


It was frozen and some of it rotted, it being neces- 
sary to repack all of the oranges received in the 
cast before they were placed on th'e maiket. All of 
this resulted in making the cost to the consumer high 
and in reducing the profit of the producer. 


Refrigeration and 
fast 
rail transportation have 


made it possible to place all sorts of products in any 
part of the country In wholesome condition and to 
preserve them for an indefinite period. Nothing now 
need be wasted through decay, and as a matter of 
fact, very little is. Everything thus saved Is so much 
added to the nation's,wealth. 


Scientific marketing,'does not add so much to tho 


wealth of the people at large as it does to those who 
practice it. But it puts the latter In a prosperous 
condition, thus enabling them to contribute to the 
prosperity of others through investment and the dis- 
tribution of their profits. 


The cattle roaming the southwestern plains two 


generations ago did comparatively few people any 
good and the same can" be said of the oranges which 
grew In California, many rotting on the ground. When 
we learned how to distribute our products we learned 
one of our greatest lessons. 


STILL GUNNING FOR MELLON. 


Secretary Mellon of the treasury is again under 


congressional fire, this time as a result of the report 
by engineers employed by tho sepate committee In- 
vestigating the internal revenue bureau. 
The re- 


port of the engineers asserts that the revenue bureau 
made an erroneous refund of $3,096,000 to the Gulf 
Oil company and failed to collect additional'taxes of 
$594,350 due during the years 1915 to 1919. Secretary 
Mellon was chief owner of the company at that time. 
It is claimed. 


The significance of the report rests not so mucli in 


the fact that it charges Mr. Mellon with tax-dodging 
as it more clearly indicates the division which exists 
between congress and' the treasury brqnch of tho 
administration. Congress has been fast" on the heels 
of Mr. Mellon since he first took office in 1921. The 
internal revenue bureau under his .• supervision has 
been the subject of more Investigation than any other 
activity of the federal government. Many of the 
acts complained of,-as^ln, the^4nstance of the Gulf 
Oil companyY-Sook place^beforeJUr. Mellon became a 
public official. Seemingly the persistence with which 
con'sress dogs his tracks would substantiate the re- 
port tha^.the secretary of _the treasury is the most 
disliked jrian In the president's-.cabinet. . 
' - 


In matter of finance It fs admitted that Mr. Mellon 


is one of the ablest ;men.in this country and-the most 
competent treasurer itjlfc ever had, with the possible 
exception of Alexander Hamilton." His personal in- 
tegrity and honor is unquestioned. There is no dis- 
counting the serious' embarrassments 
which have 


arisen because of his conflicting business Interest, 
however. The Gulf Oil company adjudication, which 
forms the basis of the engineers' report, was rushed 
through, it is claimed, in order that all outside in- 
terests might be closed before he took office. 
The 


federal trade commission 'has jabbed him on two 
separate occasions in reports on business activities 
wherein It was charged that a concern largely owned 
by him constituted a virtual monopoly. The publica- 
tion of the Gulf Oil company report is another Indi- 
cation that congress has not relaxed in Its fight. 


THE YEAR'S BUILDING RECORD. ' 


With more than two weeks to go, Lincoln lacks'but 


$58,000 of Issuing'building permits to the aggregate 
of $7,000,000. Before the expiration of December it is 
safe to assume that this mark •will be passed. The 
previous high mark in building activities In this city 
was slightly in excess of $3,500,000. An increase o£ 
100 per cent is a record well calculated to arouse 
pride. There is one phase of the Lincoln situation 
which has been •without parallel. The building pro- 
gram in .this city has been carried forward without 
the suggestion of a boom. There Is no better indi- 
cation of the city's growth.

"You must come to supper with 
us at the club," they tell the youth- 
ful artist and, though he is weary, 
he agrees. It is a custom, he learns, 
this entertainment of visiting solo- 
ists. 


At the club, after the supper is 


ended, he learns too that it is a cus- 
tom for the guest to play for the 
members. Intimations of this ex- 
pectation come graceful!}, but none 
the less determinedly. 


"But I am so tired," he says. Then 
a much better excuse presents itself. 
"Besides I have no violin with 
me." 


Eyes Rested on Piano. 


A member is ready to provide one, 
but the violinist's eye chances to 
rest upon a piano. Rather than plav 
upon a strange violin he will per- 
form for them upon the larger in- 
strument. 


"If you -will bear with me," 
he 
said, "I will play on the piano a new 
composition I have just learned." 


And forthwith he delights his lis- 
teners jwith a rendition of a qualitv- 
approachlng- closely that which he 
had attained in his violin solo ear- 
lier in the evening. 


It is easy to imagine the surprise 


01 these musicians over this dual 
talent oi thier guest. But. notwith- 
standing: that most of them were 
professionals, only one perceived 
that he was perhaps a greater pian- 
ift than violinist. 


This man was Graham P. Moore, 
a G'asR-ow teacher of piano

Bauer's life an outside influence

Later, coming to 
London, 
the 


Scotchman renewed his acquaint- 
ance with the youtli. teaching him 
much o* piano technique and con- 
tinuing to dwell upon his piano pos- 
sibilities. 


Moore was a friend of the great 
Ignace Paderewski. One day Pad- 
erewskl asked Moore to assist him. 
^practicing his concertos. 


"I'm too busy," 
Moore replied, 
but I'll send you a young man who 
can take my place." 


I wonder if Moore wras indeed too 
busy 
to 
assist 
Paderewski or 


whether he was using the oppor- 
tunity to "boost" "liis protege. 
It 


turned out that the "young man" 
who was to take his place was none 
other than Harold Bauer. 


Bauer played the orchestral parts 


on the second piano as Paderewski 
worked at his concertos. The older 
artist grow sufficiently interested 
to ask the youth to play the piano 
for him alone. 


lid 
"But I am not a pianist," 
Bauer. "I am a violinist." 
Paderewski invited him to IMng 
his violin. Then lie had Bauer play 
for him, first on the violin, nei-t on 
the piano. He expressed great sur- 
prise, but he offered no advice. 


Paderewski Aided Him. 


Nevertheless the great Pole exer- 


cised a deep influence on his as- 
sistant's life. "When, later, tired of 
conditions m London, Bauer 
de- 


cided to seek engagements on the 
continent, ho disregarded tho usual 
custom of going to Germany and 
proceeded to Paris, where Pader- 
ewski had in the meantime removed. 
The big man's friendship was some- 
thing no young: musician could dis- 
regard. 


But Paris proved to be glutted 


with violinists. There was slight 
chance for a g-ood debut. 


One evening- at the home of some 


friends. Bauer played the accompan- 
iment for a singer. It chanced that 
the manager of Nlkita, a dramatic 
soprano known thro»ghout Europe, 
but particularly popular in Russia, 
was present. Nikita — who, by the 
way, was an American girl— had no 
accompanist, although she was just 
preparing for a Russian tour. 


Her manager was so Impressed by 
Bauer's work that he offered him 
the place. The latter accepted, It be- 
ing arranged, too, that lie could fill 
111 Nikita's program 
with 
violin 
solos. 


Everybody overlooked tho 
fact 
that under tliis arrangement no pro- 
vision was made for any one to ac- 
company Uatier when he played the 
violin. 'Consequently, after the tour 
got under way. he had to E"ivc piano 
instead of violin solos. 


Gained Fame As Pianist. 


When ho returned to Paris ho was 


known everywhere as a pianist. It is 
a factjhat once he i | t England he 
never again appeared in public as a 
violinist. 


His peculiar knowledge of the vio- 
linists s requirements made him in 
great demand as an accompanist Hu 
advanced rapidly and In duo time 
became a concert player on Ids own 


"As a result of my experience," ho 
tells me, "I never fall to advise stu- 
dents of the piano who look forward 
to a career to 
make a thorough 


study of clmniber music. Tills may 
delay the ultimate rewards, but they 
will be bigger when 
they finally 
conic." 


It is just 25 years since Harold 
Bauer came to this country to pur- 
sue thft career that brniignt him 
fame as one of I he world's greatest 
players. The event will be widely 
celolj rated, 


One cannot but \\omior if Bauer 


would have become a great plunfst 
It ho had not met Graham Mooro. 
In his early childhood he had shown 
equal promise with the violin and 
piano. However, one of his sisters 
was more adept with the piano than 
the stringed instrument. When the 
two of them began appearing- in 
public together it was natural that 
Harold, being the vounger of the 
two, should have less voice in the 
assignment of instruments. 


As he grew up he played the piano 


le.ss and less and the violin more 
and more. Perhaps, if he had not 
met a 
discerning- Scotchman in 


Glasgow thirty-five vears ago, he 
might never have developed 
the 


talent that was really his greatest 
asset.

Tells Wonders of Pioneer Flight to Gulf

Oh, for a clear sky and a bright 


sun; nothing ahead and the world 
under foot, speeding by at eighty 
miles an hour;' towns disappearing 
at the right and dotting the hori- 
zon to'the left, only a few minutes 
later to be swallowed up and van- 
ish in fast gathering haze beyond a 
rapidly changing skyline, .the whole 
a wondrous 
panorama, 
revealing 


old Mother Earth in an ,array of 
colors and tints the equal of which 
none but the Master Painter of 
the universe can duplicate. 
That is airplane riding; that is 
skimming across the country 2,000 
feet above the earth; that is what 
fiVe men in the Lincoln-Southland 
airplane party blazing an 
airwa.y 


from Lincoln to the Gulf of Mexico 
at Galvestcn, Tex., witnessed after 
they hopped off from Nebraska's 
capital city more than a week ago. 
And the prospect is they will see 
even more glorious scenes as they 
work their way 
deeper 
into the 


sunny southland where the wintry 
breezes of the north are tempered 
by balmy air currents from 
the 


gulf stream and the equator. 
The flight from Lincoln to Sa- 


lina, Kas., was made in 2 hours and 
30 minutes, actual flying time. One 
hour and 45 minutes of this was 
taken on the first jump, 160 miles 
to Concordia, Kas., and 45 minutes 
for the 60 miles from, the 
latter 


place to Salina. 
From Lincoln to Concordia the 
ships bucked a nard head wind all 
the way, and the air was exception- 
ally rough and choppy. Riding was 
much like being out on a lake in a 
row boat when the -water, is- real 
rough. 
The second leg of the trip found 
the wind at the back of the planes 
and the air as "smooth as a floor." 
The ships sailed along, at 
times 


making as high as 100 miles per 
hour, and not once was there any- 
thing akin to roughness or any in- 
dication of the smallest kind of an 
air pocket- 
So smooth was the air that the 
second ship on the flight, flying 
about 500 yards to the east of the 
pathfinder and at the same height, 
had no up or down motion what- 
ever. 
On the previous day, how- 
ever, flying in about the same rela- 
tive position, one minute the path- 
finder was probably 200 feet above 
its sister ship, arid the next fully 
as far below it. 


During- the first jump the aver- 
age height maintained was approx- 
mately 1,200 feet. During the sec- 
ond it was about 2,000 feet. 


Leaving Lincoln at 11:55 a. m., 
the ships headed gouth <fver the 
state's prison and 
veerd to 
the 


southwest, passing about ten miles 
to the west Princeton and Cortland. 
They passed over the east edge of 
"Wilber 25 minutes after hopping 
off and another 25 minutes brought 
Fairbury, about 15 miles due east- 
The vision was exceptionally fine 
across Nebraska as far as Fair- 
bury. Princeton, Cortland and Wil- 
ber were seen like three gaily dec- 
orated white kings on a gi'eat chess 
board. 
TCot so, however, Fairbury. 
There the city lay under a heavy 
mantle of dense black smoke and 
was scarcely visible, reminding the 
fliers of a great splotch on the edge 
of a clean white cloth on milady's 
dining table. 
From Fairbury to Concordia the 
visibility was not so good. A fog 
was looming in the distance and 
under it were faintly visible the 
hills along the Nebraska-Kansas 


state line, nestling In a haze. Tho 
sun. which ftt 1 o'clock was In a 
clear sky, the clouds which, ob- 
scured It ut »ioon having cleared 
away, was also darkened by the 
haze. 


Mounting- to about 1,500 feet the 


planes passed over the fog and set- 
tled Into the haze which continued 
until Concordia was reached. 


With the disappearance of. the 


clouds, the wind, which was rather 
biting at the hopolf had tempered 
and the air was somewhat balmy 
as the ships came to earth and 
taxied to a itop on 
the 
laciding 


fjeld picked out by the business 
interests of the little city. It is this 
same field which will be a part of 
the transcontinental air route 
to 


the gulf. 


The sensations and scenes of a 
flight over a distance of many miles 
In a single hop of an airplane are 
beyond description. 
Heading south from Lincoln Held 


the planes broke into the teeth of 
the wind over the penitentiary 
south of the city, at a height of 
less than 1,000 feet. Scenes in the 
prison yard could be seen easily as 
could the occasional upturned facce 
of those inside. Gray and grim the 
walls looked; foreboding and caus- 
ing one to wonder what it is with- 
in the human 
heart that makes 


man kill and plunder; trample upon 
the rights of society. Yet one could 
but feel sorry, and wish it were not 
so while realizing the necessity of 
the Institution. 
A long, black, ribbon-like fringe 


dotted here and there by a silver 
gleam, marked the path 
of Salt 


creek west of the prison, stretching 
as far to the southward as the eye 
could see. This was crossed in a 
few minutes and the tracks of the 
Burlington railroad 
lines to the 
west came into view—a gleaming 
silver thread lying on a bed of 
black plush. 
Ahead and to the right and left 
a chess board began to spread be- 
fore the eye. 
It was a board of 


blocks done in light browm, inter- 
spersing light and dark greens of 
growing wheat, blacks and grays of 
fall plowing, and the grayish whites 
of the now almost denuded corn 
fields. 
The picture could as easily be 
termed one of thousands of small 
boards as it could be called a large 
one, because of the inevitable high- 
ways breakimg the gigantic pat- 
terns at tiresomely 
regular dis- 
tances. But call it as one will there 
is always that kaleidoscopic changre, 
beautiful ki its vastness, tremendous 
but never terrifying, gripping, ap- 
pealing, and enchanting as the pas- 
senger suddenly realizes the great- 
ness of the universe and the power 
of nature to produce and supply the 
world and its people in abundance 
under the guiding- influence of man. 
A lengrthless 
snake-like 
some- 


thins wiggles its way into the south 
or from east to west across the 
board; or perhaps it cuts it diagon- 
ally—it is a gully caused by erosion 
of soils following years of dashing 
rains and melting snows. 


Here, there and everywhere is a 
splash of color. It is a new picture. 
It may be white and glitter in the 
sun, or it may be red, pink or yel- 
low with a fleck of white but always 
accompanied by others less dis- 
tinguishable and the whole framed 
in dreary grayish black, yet always 
there is life there. These are the 
countless farmsteads, the homes of 
those tillers of the soil beginning to 
shoot up its next summer's har- 
vest; tho homes of the animate ob- 
jects moving from place to place,

along, a. great ribbon of eiuviiKoablo 
satin colors bordered by a narrow 
fi'lng-o'ot ilrabuess, the trees which 
line its bank. Like other scenes the 
Blue, too, soon passed and became 
but a memory. 


Crossing into the Sunflower state 
the planes passed about mid-way 
between Narka and Mahuska. They 
were still bearing 
southwest and 


soon Belleville was seen in the off- 
ing to the west, hovering in a little 
valley from which rose a heavy 
cloud of smoke which all but hid 
the city. 


From Belleville to Concordia and 
Salina, the country is rougher than 
it Is in the Cornhusker state[ and 
there seemed to be more eroded 
lands than to tiie north in Nebras- 
ka where the lands were more lev- 
el. 


From the air Concordia is one of 


the prettiest places the fliers passed 
over. It is but little more so, how- 
ever, than Salina. 


At Concordia, representatives of 


the chamber of commerce, the Ki- 
wanis and Rotary olubs, newspaper 
men, and 
city officials 
met the 
fliers alonii with many residents. 
In all there were perhaps 200 at 
tho landing place, which is about a 
mile and a half south of the city. 
After landing- the planes were made 
fast and the aviators taken into the 
city where\ 
in tho evening they 
spoke at a joint meeting of tho 
Kiwanis club, officers of the Ro- 
tary club, chamber of commerce, 
city officials and a selected group 
of business men. 


The purpose 
of the flight was 


explained by speakers in the Lin- 
coln delegation and, after a lengthy 
discussion, 
the city 
through if 
spokesmen 
at tho- 
meeting was 


pledged to be the first to "Link Up 
With Lincoln" in helping to estab- 
lish the proposed air route, the first 
north-south 
transcontinental lane 


in the United 
States. Without an 
exception every person in the room, 
and there were a number of ladies, 
seemed bubbling over with enthusi- 
asm at the prospect of opening the 
new avenue.

Salina and Concordia nearer then- 
state capital. Under present con- 
ditions a resident of these two cit- 
ies can go to the capital by rail 
only by taking two days tor 1he 
•journey. With the air route it can 
be made by a short hop in a plane 
and a short ride on a 1rain. To 
make the jaunt in an auto is a. ride 
that most persons hesitate at un- 
dcrtnklncr. Tho time saving also ap- 
plies to mail and express packages. 
This feature is onp of tho factors 
that appealed .stronsrly to Concordia 
and Salina business interests. 


At 
both places interest is also 


centered in the development of tlio 
Missouri river-navigation project. 
It and the air route arc insepaiable 
they declare, assorting they arc an- 
xious Hint 
both enterprises be- 
come realizations. 


Interest in the river navigation 
proposal Is due to the belief that It 
will be the means of opening puif 
ports for the exportation of prraina 
from the great grain belt district 
at a hauling charge below those in 
effect. This, it is claimed, will re- 
sult in a larg-cr profit to the grower 
and thereby become a benefit to 
the entire country traversed. 
The filch t from 
Ccmcordia to 


Salina and other southern citie.- 
dlifered 
little from that to the 


first named 
city. 
The sky 
Was 
clear, the sun warm and the f- r 
so smooth that it was next to im- 
possible to toll thnt the slilps wore 
moving. 
The landing field at Sa- 
lina is about a mile west of town 
and probably 200 people greeted 
flie fliers when they Inndcd. 
Interest in the air route became 
more intense as the excursionists 
forced their way into the south.

Temple, Tex., wired that Inter- 
ests there were anxiously antici- 
pating the arrival of the 
ships. 
Word also reached the party that 
other cities were interested.

one place a newspaper was pre- 
paring a special story on the flight: 
another on the airplane factory 
and a third about the city of Lin- 
coln, to be used about two days 
prior to the arrival of the planes.

g-hes them t\vo tests, the germina- 
tion lest and the puritv analysis 
test.

from the farmers and the seeds- 
men, who intend to sell them, farm- 
ers now and again send in sampled 
to have tested for their own use. 


Fine Work Needed. 


After the 
seeds 
hate been re- 


ceived :n sacks or bundles or car- 
tons, often dripping their contents 
en route, Miss Norris enters thorn. 
This process 
simply 
consists of 


numbering each sample, register- 
ing each one on its own card, and 
[putting the seed to be tested in an 
official cnevlope.l 


In order to mix the contents of 


each sample thoroughly, each one 
is put through the divider, a ma- 
chine resembling a kitchen moat 
grinder. It divides the contents In 
pqual portions and mixes the weed 
and pure seed 
To begin 
testing 


with a portion from the top of the 
bag would not make an acooratc ru- 
•<ult, as the pure seed and the other 


'tors, 100 on each blotter. Thoy are 
put 
in the electrically cuntiolteil 


germinator, where they remain for 
varying periods of time, depending 
upon the seed. 
Hod clovftr and al- 


falfa remain in the gernilmitor five 
or six days and blue grasses have 
to be germinated for fourteen 
to 


twenty-eight days.

glasses 


are kept in both a warm and in a 
cool generator, as they sprout best 
under the changed conditions.

period, the germinated seeds 
are 


counted and the percentage of good 
seed computed. 


Miss Norris's abtllij/f to separate 


seeds is of especial value in 
the 


purity test, for five grams of the 
sample to be determinated is di- 
vided into four piles, one of inert 
matter, one of-weed seed, one of 
other agricultural seeds, and one of 
puie seed. 
The piles are^ the re- 


sult of her knowledge of seeds, and 
those of a general nature, such 
as 


weed seed, have to be 
minutely 


classified as the kind of seeds ma'K- 
mg up the weed seed. 


On her balances, 
Miss 
Norris 


then weighs each of the piles and 
determines what percentage of- the 
five grams is weed seed, mei t mat- 
ter, and the otheis. 
The total of 


these subtiacted from 100 gives her 
the amount of pure seed in the five 
grams 


A detailed record of each of the 


seds found in the sample is kept in 
the laboratry, 
and a carbon copy 


is sent to the consignor. From this 
he can know the exact amount of 
foreigif matter in.his pure seed, and 
the germinating qualities and pur- 
itv of the seed. 
If Canadian this- 


tle seed is found, his attention 
Is 


called to the fact that the seed must 
be taken off the market, and 
to 


the article in the statutes concern- 
ing five other noxious Meeds found 
in agricultural seed.

kets aie watched to see that this 
seed does not appear for sale 


No Thistle Allowed. 


"When the testing is completed, 


the remainder of the seed sent in, 
togethei 
with the 
weed and inert 


matter, and other agricultural seeds 
found in the amount tested. J\«d 
the record of the results of 
tho 


two tests is kept In a steel file 
for ninety days. 
This allows 
the 


consignor opportunity to complain 
If he feels his seed did 
not v con- 


tain so much foreign matter and 
also affords proof of the conect- 
ness of theN tests and

Miss Norris has a couple of de- 


vices which enable her to graduate 
the seeds, simplifying 
tin-sorting, 


even though it does not lessen the 
difficulties 
of classification- 
In 


one case, the prescribed fhe gtams. 
is, treated to a blower test, which 
separates the light seeds 
from tho 


heavy. 
The seeds are placed in a 


glass tube, something like the tube 
of a periscope, treated to, a sudden 
cuirent of air, and the lighter ones 
are blown into, a

and the heavier ones remain in the 
tube.

The laboratory 
has

sieves with graduated mesh, which 
can be placed on top of each other.

est seeds sink to the lowest sieve,

In addi- 
tion to that woik, she has examined
